Grounds Are One of 
Ada’s Beauty Spots 


(By Wei born Hope) 
Perhaps the nearest resemblance 
in Ada to a m iniature Garden of 
Eden is to be found in the grounds 
surrounding the general office build- 
of the Oklahoma Portland Cement 
1 Company. Few citizens of Ada, even 


J those who are especially interested 
I in civic beauty, realize this as prob- 
' ably our best example of genuine 
; landscape artistry. 
Since 
the 
fall 
of 
1917, J. 
L. 
Coffman, company landscape artist, 
! has been exerting every effort to 
the end of beautifying the space im­ 
mediately around the company of­ 
fice. His experiments have been de­ 
cidedly a success. 
Inset in two acres of evenly mow­ 
ed bermuda grass, are a score of 
j designs, planned with as much pre- 
j cision and care as an architect would 
plan a structure, in which repose 
I nearly every species 
of 
radiantly 
tinted plant-life imaginable. At the 
north end of the plot is a large 
Siamese cross, inlaid with red-leaf 
cannas, in its center, and pink can­ 
nas and zennias along its wings. 
From point to point th e cross is 
sixteen feet, and from a distance 
is 
an 
irid e sc e n t 
maze * of color. 
Spreading, wing-like, 
around 
the 
cross is a hedge, two and one-half 
feet high, and which has been ma­ 
tured and trimmed almost to per­ 
fection. 
A 
gravelled 
driveway 
threads through the premises; at its 
side is a rose bed, composed of four 
different varieties of roses. On the 
east side of the office is a tri­ 
angle, 424 
feet in circumference; 
at regular distances are elephant- 
ear beds 14 feet in diamter, border­ 
ed with layers of pink cannas. In 
between

are 
sen 
the 
drowsy forms of myriad periwinkles, 
respendent in their garb of red and 
white. 
Tuberoses, pansies, hardy phlox, 
and roses, bordered w ith evergreen 
growing 14 inches high, fringe the 
foundation of the office

is 
bordered 
with 
ever­ 
green 
boxwood, 
6 
bungi 
catalpa 
trees, of that umbrageous beauty 
which is rarely excelled. In large 


I beds on the west side are petunias 
and mosses of 8 distinct hues; the 
trees 
on 
this 
side 
are 
bordered 
around with exquisite coxcombs. The 
office itself is partly covered with 
ivy. 
All in all, the plot is a glorious 
example of 
infinite 
patience 
and 
skillful workmanship, of which Ada, 
as well as the company, may well 
be proud.

K. & T Lines will, therefore, operate scheduled trains, exciting every effort and 
employing all necessary legal resources to protect the public against inconven­ 
ience and loss. To the end that there may be no misunderstanding of the matters 
at issue in the strike, consideration of the following facts is requested:

As instances have arisen iii which em polyes anti th e m anagem ent a re unable to 
ag ree as to th e in te rp re ta tio n an d ap p licatio n of rules estab lish ed by th e Labor B oard, 
these d ifferen ces have been sub m itted to tile L ab o r Board, and 
its ru lin g s com plied 
w ith. T his policy w ill be continued. 


L ow er tra n sp o rta tio n rstfes w ithout im p airm en t of service tire im possible unless ac­ 
com panied by red u ctio n s in o p eratin g expenses. 
Tile In te rsta te C om m erce Com m sisioii 
has declared red u ctio n s in freight ra te s to be necessary in the public in te rest. Iii con­ 
form ity w ith th is d eclaratio n , th e M. Ii. & T. has ret Diced freig h t rates, alth o u g h the 
effect w ill be to decrease its revenues iii a sum g reatly exceeding th e decrease in ex­ 
c u s e s w hich w ill resu lt from the red u ctio n s iii em ployes’ wages, effective Ju ly 1st. 


The strike of the shopmen is in protest against the declaration of tile United 
States government, through the Interstate Commerce Commission and the Labor 
Board, that railroad employes and railroad managements should jointly make 
concessions to the end that the benefits of lower transportation charges, without 
impairment of service, may be passed on to the general public. 
The strike is in defiance of the authority of the legally constituted agencies 
of the government, provided to protect the public in its right to uninterrupted 
transportation service, at rates established after consideration of all interests; 
to protect railroad employes against unfair wages or working conditions; and 
to protect the railroads against demands that interfere with the maintenance of 
adequate transportation facilities and service. The M. K. & T. Lines have con­ 
sistently complied with the laws regulating railroads, and with the specific re­ 
quirements of the Transportation Act. There will be no change in this policy. 
The support and encouragement of fair minded citizens and employes is 
earnestly solicited during the strike trouble, to the end that train service may 
be maintained without interruption, and that the public and the railroad may be 
protected against’ losses which would retard business recovery.
